WOMAN LEADS IN REVOLT

Eighteen decrepit residents of Bethesda 


Home for the Aged, their aggregate age 
1.340 years and average age 71, driven by 
fear that they would be forced froms their 
home, attacked Frank F. Henning, former 
manager of the bankrupt institution, and, 
after beating him, threw him bodily from 
tho building yesterday, threatening veng¢- 
lance if he ever returned,

The eighteen residents, the majority of 


whom are women, said they. were defrauded 
by Henning, who agreed to furnish them a 
home for life for a consideration of $550. 
In many cases this $560 represented the en- 
tire savings of the man or woman who was 
admitted. 

Business Men Give Relief. 

The home was forced into bankruptcy gev- 
eral months ago, and since that time has 
been supported entirely by public subscrip- 
tion. Henning was forced from the menage- 
ment of the place when one of tue inmates 
committed suicide and others threatened to 
do so. The wretched condition of the res- 


} dents aroused public sentiment, and bust 


ness men, headed by Francis J. Dewes, Gus- 
tave F. Fischer, and Henry T. Carr, took 


charge ‘of the institution and, with their 
friends, raised sufficient funds to keep the 


inmates from suffering from cold and hunger.

Thrown Bodily Into the Spreet. 

According to the story told by witnesses 
Mrs. Buttenbinder caught Henning by the 
coat collar and said: 

Tou robbed me, Mr. Henning, of 8750. I 
paid $550 to get a home for the rest of my life 
and then you made me lend you the §200 I had 
left over, all the money I had in the world. 
You promised to pay me $5 every aix months 
as interest. 

“IT won't pay you'a cent,“ Henning is said 
to have replied. 

“You're a thief, a robber, a swindler!" 
eried Mrs. Buttenbinder. 

The other seventeen inmates by this time 
had crowded into the office. ‘ 

He robbed us! they cried. ‘“‘ He took our 
money! Whip him, whip bim!“ 

Don't dare lay hands on me!“ Henning is 
said to have shouted. ‘I'll jail you all, if you 
touch me!“ 

In spite of the W Mrs. Buttenbinder, 
according to her own story, although feeble 
and nearly helpless, struck with her free arm, 
bringing blood. Mrs. Monica Pilzer ran to 
her assistance, grabbing Henning by his 
arms. Her husband, August Pilzer, who but 
a few years ago paid $1,400 for life member- 
ship in the Bethesda homé, ran to the assist - 
ance of his wife. Others in the house assisted 
and the former manager was kicked into the 
street. 

Don't you dare ever come back,“ they all 
cried, ‘‘ or we'll smash your head in. You've 
robbed us, but can't abuse us.“ 


Visitor Calms the Inmates. 

It was only through the efforts of Mrs. 
Bertha Schack of Oak Park, who was visit- 
ing the home at the time, that Mr. Henning 
was not hurt more severely. She quieted the 
inmates and helped to preserve order until 
the matron, Mrs, Mann, returned. 

Many of the inmates were crying when a 
reporter for THs TRIBUNE visited the home 
in the afternoon. Mr. Pilzer, whose wife 
assisted in the attack on Henning, took the 
newspaper man into a hallway and said: 

Do you think they can put my wife tn the 
bridewell for a couple of months? She never 
could live through it. I'll go myself in her 
place,“ and he broke down and wept. 

“We spent all our monéy to get a home 
here, and now we are paupers and will be 
forced into the streets as soon as the public 
forgets us.“ 

Tes. I hit him,” said Mra. Buttenbinder, 
and she told of lending Ao Henning the last 
$200 -she had and his failure to keep his 
promise to pay her $5 interest every six 
months. 

“I'm old and useless now.“ she went on. 
“T can’t earn money any more, and when the 
home is closed I'll be forced out into the 
street. I'd just as soon go to jail for hitting 
Mr. Henning, but you don't think any judge 
would send me there, do you?” 


Arrest of Inmates Threatened. 

A telephone message was received in the 
afternoon from a man who said he was an 
attorney employed by Mr. Henning. He is 
said to have threatened all the inmates with 
eviction, arrest, and imprisonment if they 
told any newspaper about the attack on Hen- 
ning. 

“If your pictures appear in any news- 


papers you'll all be in jail before tomorrow | 


night.“ he is said to have added. 

The residents, fearing arrest, were nearly 
hysterical for several hours until the matron 
informed them she believed Henning was 
simply trying to frighten them out of spite.

HANDLED WITH RARE SKILL 


Roman Catholics, Instead of Takiug 
Offense, Appland Author. 


One of the most remarkable plays ever 
produced in Chicago, or indeed in America, 
was received enthusiastically last night by 
a large audience at Bush Temple theater. 

Seldom, if ever since the medieval days, 
when Roman Cathole priests planted the 
seeds of the drama in England by writing 
and acting miracle and morality plays has 
a priest so daringly invaded the field of the 
actor and playwright as has Father L. J. 
Vaughan of Janesville, Wis.; in A Woman 
of the West.“ 

In this play, written by one of the most 
pepular Roman Catholic priests in the coun- 
try, the author goes to a length In dealing 
with a sacred subject to which no secular 
playwright has ventured. But so skiljfully 
is it done that from an audience composed 
almost exclusively of Catholics the play won 
nothing but applause. 


Scene of the Mass, 

The most dramatic scene in the play fe set 
in a Uttle frontier mission church during the 
celebration, of midnight mass on Christmas 
eve. As the curtain rises the mass bell peals 
out the warning of the Sanctus, the con- 
gregation kneels, and the priest is found in 
full vestments at the alter, to all appear- 
ances celebrating mass. The choir chants in 
Latin and the priest and aitar boy faithfully 
act out the details of the ceremony through 
the lavabo and offertory.

REPORT UP TO ASSEMBLY. 

Bighty printed pages of mildly reproachful

the committee agreed upon its report. Short- 
ly after 6 o'clock in the evening each of the 
members of the body affixed his signature to 
thé report and a few hours later departed 
for Springfield.

It contains large sections of the testimony 
taken at Pontiac and at Lincoln. However, 
the stinging recommendations which the 
radical members of the committee sought to 
inject into the findings were omitted. The 
_eommittee left it fo The legislature to draw 

Ita oven conclusions. 


One Victory-for Deneen’s Foes. 


The day's deliberations, however, resulted 
in one victory for the enemies of the Deneen

Sullivan Returns to Chicago.

Statement by Chief Shippy. 


“This was something that I have wanted 
to do for a long time, he said, and I be- 
eve that our conclusions show the way for 
improvement.

drawn and negotiations for the purchase af a 
site are already under way. Through the 
sale of annual memberships at $3 each # is 
Planned to raise a fund of $95,000 which will 
cover the establishment of the institution and 
the first year’s work. A site within a mile 
and a half of the loop district is being sought. 

The plans are being worked out by a com- 
mittee of union leaders in the federation of 
labor headed by the treasurer, Jorn . Brit- 
tain, and Attorney John D. Farrell. In a 
general way the institution will be similar to 
the workingmen’s hospital in New York 
which has been operated successfully for 
thirty-five years. 


Gompers Approves Plan. 

An outline of the proposition was submitted 
to Samuel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, during his presence 
in the city last Sunday. Mr. Gompers gave 
it his unqualified approval and testified to 
the success of the New York prototype. 

J live in Washington,” said Mr. Gompers, 
“but when I feel that I am going to be sick 
I go to New York, where I get the best of 
treatment for the $2 a year I have been pay- 
ing to the hospital since its foundation. 

A report of the progress made in establish- 
ing the hospital will be submitted to the 
meeting of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
a week from next Sunday. 

The proposal to follow the New York prece- 
dent emanated from a desire to improve the 
conditions of care for the sick in the families 
of workingmen. In the majority of the 
homes proper care of patients in cases of 
serious illness is out of the question, and at 
best the medicine and the doctor’s bills are a 
drain on the family purse. At the same time 
the family is unable to afford the high 
charges made by the majority of hospitals, 
and the only alternative is the free care of 
the county hospital—a charity many families 
are too proud to accept. 

Expect Ample Support. 

Treasurer Brittain and Attorney Farrell 
interested several other labor leaders in the 
matter and undertook to work out the plane. 
It is estimated that the hospitat will cater 
to a community numbering not less than 
600,000 persons in Chicago. An attempt will 
be made to sell annual memberships at $38 
each to at least 85,000 persons before the con- 
struction of the building is begun. In addi- 
tion it is understood that several tentative 
offers of contributions from philanthropic 
persons have been laid before the committee. 

For the $38 a year that a person will pay 
as a member of what probably will be called 
the Workingmen’s Hospital association the 
subscriber will be entitled to free treatment 
at the institution whenever he is ill. The 
treatment will include medicines, medical at- 
tendance, nursing and board. 


Will Be Self-Supporting. 

The institution will be managed by a com- 
mittee of labor leaders elected by the feder- 
ation of labor. This committee will carry 
out the plan to make the hospital self-sup- 
porting, but not a medium of profit. Emer- 
gency cases in the families of working folk 
who do not hold membership will be cared 
for as a part of the institution's charitable 
2 55 the purchase of a site and the construc- 
tion of the building $25,000 will be used. The 
plan is for a one story structure for the pres- 
ent, consisting of a circular central building 
containing the office and receiving depart- 
ment. From this central structure two wings 
capable of wi or ied 100 beds each will 

te on either side. 
Tae nitimate plan provides for eight wings 
accommodating 800 beds. It is the intention 
to have the building finished and the hospital 


in operation by Sept. 1. 3

Contractors Refuse Eight Hour Day 
Except at Less Wage. 


Women and children as union pickets to 
„ patrol streets which are being repaved 
and to make working conditions so unpleas- 
ant for nonunion pavers, cement gutter and 
curbstone layers that they will refuse to work 


is the unique system which may be adopted 


by the street pavers’ union to force the paving 
contractors to a settlement of the present 
strike. | 

The men, especially union men, and their 


wives and children tacitly will be invited to 


make as many kinds of trouble for nonunion 
workers as they can invent. Police officials 
have issued an ultimatum that no sort of 
picket violence will be tolerated. 

The strike of the street pavers was inau- 
gurated yesterday morning with the lockout 
of 2,500 union men after the paving contrac- 
tors had given_a final refusal to install the 
eight hour day in place of the old nine hour 
day on May 1. 3 8 

Later the officials of the Paving Trades 
council immediately to withdraw every union 
man from work throughout the city. At the 
game time the cement gutter workers and 
curbstone setters’ unions walked out in sym- 
pathy, and paving work was tied up, except 
that which is being done by three contratt- 
ing firms—the Barber Asphalt Paving com- 
pany, the Citizens’ Construction company, 
and the Chicago Bitulithie company, which 
agreed to the terms of the unions. 

Expecting a strike, contractors at work 
repaving Belmont avenue, near Lincoln ave- 
nue, brought a hundred nonunion pavers to 
the place, and, as a precautionary measure 
to prevent trouble, a special police detail 
from the Sheffield avenue station was sta- 
tioned at the scene of the work. No trouble 
developed.

She said she 
had been thrown out of her father’s house 
and was deserted by her friends; that life 
seemed no longer worth living, but that she 
was coming to Chicago to lose herself in a 
great city. She told when she was coming 
by boat and said that if théP® was a bit of 
uniform on the deck to meet her it might help 
her greatly.” 

We met her and I fee! that the advertise- 
ment of the bureau saved her life.” 


Children an Aid to Women.’ 

Commissioner Mrs, Kilbey emphasized the 
great influence of & family on a despondent 
man or woman. 

Women with children do not become so 
discouraged as do unmarried women,” she 
said. They may have just as great troubles 
and feel them just as keenly, but they feel 
that they must live for their children’s sakes. 
Many a woman has told me that she would 
have killed herself if it were not for her 
children. That thought enables them to bear 
up until the crisis is over. I never met a per- 
son who was tempted to commit suicide and 
resisted the temptation who regretted having 
done so.” a 

The greatest cause of extreme despondency 
was given by both Brigadier McMillan and 
Mrs. Kilbey as lack of work. Next they 
placed sickness, family dissension, and the 
loss of near and dear ones.

Burke said that when the elevator boy re- 
ported to the night clerk he had seen smoke 
rising in the elevator shaft at the third floor 
the night clerk had ordered him to investi- 
gate it. Burke ald that he ran down to 
the cellar and found that the bottom of the 
elevator shaft was in a blase. 

It was evident to bim that a fuse had 
blown out, setting fire to the olls and grease 
on the elevator bearinge. He said that by the 
time he reached the lobby floor again the 
flames were up to the sixth floor and that it 
wae only four or five minutes until the whole 
bullding was ablaze. 

The night engineer of the hotel said there 
was no fire in the furnace Saturday night, 
making it certain that the fire could not have 
originated at that point.

Defective electric 
wiring is thought to have been the cause.

Evidence Regarding Cost of Pro- 


duction to Be Sought in Hud- 
son River’s Plant. 


Washington, 8 May 4.—An eight inch 
Rack of telegrams from newspaper publish- 


ers throughout the country, telling of the’ 


increased cost of print paper, was submit- 
ted today to the special committee of the 
house investigating that subject by Mr. 
John Norris of New York, who occupied the 
witness stand the entire day. 

Amplifying these telegraphed statements, 
Mr. Norris presented a mass of facts and fig- 
wres substantiative of the charges brought. 
against the Internationa! Paper company by 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
ela tion. 

The committee has practically decided to 
adjourn at noon of next Friday and go to 
Palmers Falls, Saratoga county, N. Y., to 
inspect the mills of the Hudson River Paper 
company and take testimony there relative 
to the cost of paper production. 

Forty-six newspaper publishers, Mr. Nor- 
ris informed the committee, have tele- 

hed that they are willing to come to 
ashington and give testimony. 

Chairman Mann requested that they be 

nformed of the likelihood of a noon ad- 
PDPurument on Friday, in order that as many 

them as possible may appear and testify 
een now and then. 


Price Variance Explained. 

The recitation-by Mr. Norris of increases in 
cost of paper by contract prices provoked 
Chairman Mann to ask Mr. Norris if he had 
any theory of what caused the wide range of 
prices paid by Illinois newspapers—from $4.40 
0 $10 increase per ton. 

Mr. Norris replied that cammissions, pur- 
chase at mills, quality of paper, quantity con- 
tracts, and place of delivery undoubtedly 
@ombined to make the explanation. 

Do you know.“ asked Mr. Bannon, refer- 
ving to newspapers generally, ‘‘ whether the 
prices at the mills on a. given grade of paper 
are uniform?’ 

We are here,“ answered Mr. Norris, at- 
tempting to show that a combination has 
been entered into by the paper manufdcturers 
to uniformly raise the price of paper 2% cents 
@ pound, and that t combination contem- 
plates a further advance to 8 cents a pound.“ 


Low Prices Are from Canada. 

It was pointed out by Mr. Mann that in an 
@ccasional instance it appeared that quota- 
tions were lower by some dollars per ton 
than the existing prices under contract. Mr. 
Norris replied that such, quotations were 
from Canadian milis. 

Mr. Mann asked if it was not apparent. 
from the contract figures presented by Mr. 
Norris that last December the paper manu- 
fecturers themselves, alarmed at the out- 


look for slack consumption, went off into. 


hysterics "’ and gave one year contracts right 
and left and that these contracts were gen- 
erally signed by newspapers at the top price 
then prevailing. Mr. Norris agreed that such 
was the case. 

Mr. Norris said that the figures from the 
Philadelphia Inquirer—present prices $50, 
an increase of $12—meant an additional cost 
to that publication of $150,000 a year.

This proposition, as an amendment to the 
Fowler currency commission bill, will be sub- 
mitted to the conference tomorrow night.

E. H. Harriman Explains Reason 
for Raising Large Sum. 


WILL ‘RESERVE $50,000,000. 


Says He Wants to Put Men to Work on 
‘Improvementa. 


Le 8 

New York, May 4.—[Specia!l.)—Stockhold- 
ers of the Union Pacific rallroad will be called 
upon to authorize at their special meeting 
in Salt Lake City tomorrow a $100,000,000 
bond issue. About $50,000,000, it is under- 
stood, will be issued in the near future and 
the balance reserved in the treasury of the 
company for addins and new construc- 
tions. As the Harriman interests will con- 
trol the meeting, authorization of the bonds is 
assured. 
3 Harriman Outlines Plans. 

“The financial requirements of the Union 
Pacific have been much exaggerated,” said 
Mr. Harriman today. “The maximum 
amount needed at this time to put the com- 
pany in funds does not exceed $25,000,000, but 
we want to resume development and put our 
people to work. In no event, however, will 
more than $50,000,000 of the bonds be issued 
against the properties now owned. While the 
stockholders will be asked at their meeting 
tomorrow to issue $100,000,000 of bonds, at 
least 650,000,000 of the amount will be re- 
served for issue under strictly guarded pro- 
visions only for the construction or acquisi- 
tion of new lines and for additions. 

Instead of mortgaging the new lines as 
constructed or acquired, thus having sep- 
arate mortgages on different divisions, it is 
deemed best to provide one mo for fu- 
ture extensions and new liens. The meeting 
is a preliminary step to put the com yina 
position to take advantage of favorable op- 
portunities to raise additional capital to the 
best advantage.” 


Will Authorize a Merger. 

The last annual report of the Union Pa- 
cific showed that there are 1,649 miles of. 
the system which are owned free of mort- 
gage or debt. Of these 1,130 mies are owned 
directly by the Union Pacific railroad, the 
balance being owned through the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation. company or 
through other subsidiary companies. One 
of the purposes of tomorzow’s s meet- 
ing is to authorize the mergirg in the Union 
Pacific of the Topeka and Northwestern 
railroad, which is now owned through stock 


ownership, and which represents a part of. 


the 1,649 miles which the Union Pacific owns 
tree of mortgage or debt. 

It is assumed in Wall street that arrange- 
ments for the sale of about $50,000,000 of the 
new bonds will be made in the near future. 


It is stated in well informed banking quar- 


ters that no negotiations have yet been en- 
tered into between the Union Pacific and 
bankers for the sale of the bonds. 


Bonds to Go Abroad. 

It is possible that a part of the issue will 
be placed abroad, but on this point and other 
details of the issue it will be impossible to 
predict until the Union Pacific takes up the 
actual sale of the bonds. 

Mr. Harriman’s statement that he wanted 
to resume development and put his men back 
to work is in keeping with his comments for 
some time regarding proposed Union Pacific 
financing. His main object in raising new 
money at this time, he has stated, is to give 
employment to the idle railroad workers to 
this extent and to add to the country’s pros- 
perity.

EFFICIENCY AND SOCIAL BETTER 
MENT. 

The secretary of the New York bureau 
of municipal research has issued a pun- 
gent statement in correction of the erro 
neous interpretation of his recent Chi- 
cago address. The point he makes 18 
worthy of the thoughtful consideration of 
all agencies engaged in charitable, reli- 
gious, and social betterment work. Dr. 
Allen puts it succinctly thus: 

Gocial service by private hospitals, anti-tuber- 
culosia and relief sooteties can never catch up 
with the anti-social service of any municipal gov- 
érnment that tolerates an inadequate health policy 
or inefficient health, street cleaning. and housing 
administration, the social evil, or gambling. Im- 
proper methods of making city budgets produce 
more inequalities of character, health, and opper- | 
tunity in a year than churches, schools, and phi- 
lanthropies together will remove in a decade unless 


Dr. Allen’s plea is a sound and timely 
one. In justice to those who give so free 
ly. to good works ”" it should not be 
ignored imply because some of its impll- 
eations are discomforting. And while in 
the vast complex of modern society there 
is so much to be corrected and bettered, 
there surely is every reason for vigilance 
to the end that the most may result for 
millions of money and thousands of lives 
spent in humanitarian service, 

It is inevitable that system and effi- 
ciency in ‘thie fleld should be less devel- 
pped than in the egoistic field of private 
business, just as it is less developed in 
public administration. Dr. Allen says 
truly that “ private social service is most 
productive when it creates and etrength- 
ens public social service, when it aims to 
insure efficient government and to prevent 
inefficient government from needlessly 
burdening philanthropist and taxpayer 
and from obstructing education and reli- 
gion.” No one who is at all informed of 
the organization, political and social, of 
our great cities will deny the importance 
and justice of this. The interrelation of 
politics to administration and of adminis- 
tration to social well being is the great 
fact which social service must recognize 
and master. Until it does there will be 
inevitable and serious waste of effort and 
money, and, what is worst of all, no per- 
manent advance’ toward the correction of 
the evils attacked. 


THE JEWISH CIVIC LEAGUE. 


The doubt felt by Dr. Hirsch, Dr. Stola, 
and other ledding Jews as to the advisa- 
bility of the Jewish Otvie league move- 
ment will be shared by many of their fel- 
low citizens. 

This doubt is not a doubt of the ein- 
cerity of President Horwich when he de- 
nies the league’s aim is to insist upon a 
greater representation of the Jew in poli- 
ties. It is not a doubt of the excellence 
of the intentions of the league and its 
present leaders. 

But since the purpose of the organiza- 
tion -is to insure the choice of a better 
class of Jews for office, why should the 
effort of the league be separated from the 
general movement for raising the standard 
of official personnel? Mr. Sigmund Zeis- 
ler and Mr. Lessing Rosenthal, for exam- 
ple, are prominent Jewish citizens who 
as members of the Municipal Voters’ 
league have worked and still are working 
not merely for the end sought by the Jew- 
ish Civic league but for the broader pur- 
pose of raising the whole official level in 
the council. Why will not the men who 
propose to give so much energy, time, and 
ability to the narrower Jewish phase of 
the question turn it into the general 
stream of reform, working with and 
through present agencies like the Munici- 
pal Voters’ and Legislative ‘Voters’ 
leagues ? , 

The chief. objection to the formation of 
such an organization as the Jewish Civic 
league is that, however wise and broad 
minded its founders and first leaders may 
be, it must inevitably tend to become the 
champion of e class, If any organization 
is founded upon race and religion they 
must in the end act powerfully’ upon its 
policy. All men are “clannish,” and 
when the Jewish league has its organiza- 
tion in working order and its members 
have fought together through several cam- 
paigns the tendency to work for Jews as 
Jews rather than as fellow citizens will 
be difficult if not impossible to control. 

This tendency, furthermore, will be vir-

Lyulph dependent parte upon his earnings 
of $18 a week as night watchman of the Union 
Pacific freight depot. 

Possibly, now that the wife to whom so 
N e was taken is dead, his family 
may restore to him his former ellowance 
and become reconciled with him, but whether, 
after what has taken place, he will consent 
to accept anything from their hands is an- 
other question. 


Lyulph originally came out to 
America with his father, the seventh earl 
of Airlie, some twenty-five years ago, and it 
was the old peer who purchased for him the 
ranch in Colorado, where he conducted farm- 
ing on a large scale. On the outbreak of the 
war with Spain he enlisted in the First 
Colorado infantry, but fearing would not 
go to the front he obtained a transfer to 
Torrey’s Rough Riders. The Colorado regi- 
ment saw a good deal of active service in 
the Philippines, while Torrey’s corps, much 
to the disgust of Ogilvy, never left America. 

On the conclusion of the conflict he was 
mustered out, went back to his ranch, and 
remained there until the Boer war, when he 
at once left for South Africa. After a per- 
llous trip acrose the veldt he fell in with 
Brabant’s irregular horse and enlisted as 
a private, and by the time peace was de- 
olared had won not only a captaincy but also 
the distinguished service order for gallantry 
in the field. 

It was on Lyulph Ogtivy’s return to 
Amerioa that he contracted the marriage to 
which his family took exception, and which, 
it fe said, was largely due to his sense of 
loneliness resulting from the fact that his 
sister, Lady Maud, of whom he was fond, 
had given up her home in Colorado after the 
death of her husband, Theodore Whyte of 
Betes park. 

Lyulph Ogilvy is a man of many oddities, 
in spite of which he has always been ex- 
tremely popular among the ranchmen and 
cowpunchers of the western states, and re- 
nowned for his splendid horsemanship and 
his ability to stick on the back of any bucking 
broncho. His sister-in-law, the widow of 
the late earl, is now one of the principal 
ladies in waiting to the princess of Wales. 
Another sister, Lady Clementine, is the wife 
of Lord Redesdale. Still another sister, 
Lady Blanche, is the wealthy widow of the 
late Sir Henry Hosier, so long secretary and 
manager of Lloyds. 

There are but two lIives—namely: those of 
young boys under the age of 15—that stand 
between Lyulph Ogilvy and the earldom of 
Airlie, along with the possession of grand 
old Cortachy castle in Forfarshire and val- 
uable estates extending over an area of 
near 100,000 acres In England and Scotland. 
The Ogilv¥s are one of the oldest houses in 
Scotiand and form what the Germans de- 
scribe as the Uradel, for they are descended 
from one of the great hereditary chiefs of 
Scotland who in the eleventh century ex- 
changed the.title of chief for earl, and from 
that time forth until the present day their 
name has Ogured almost without interrup- 
tion in the pages of Scotland's history, es- 
pecially those pages that are devoted to the 
records of war.

Emperor William, who some time ago pur- 
chased the Villa Bonaparte at Rome on the 
Via Venti Settembre, hes given orders that 
hie envoy to the vatican should take up his 
residence there with the members of his mis- 
sion and use it as the Prussian legation. 

The fact that the palace is an imposing 
and costly residence for a mere minister 
plenipotentiary serves to strengthen the be- 
lief that this move is preparatory to the 
conversion of the Prussian migsion to the 
holy seat from a mere legation of Prussia 
into a full fledged embassy of the German 
empire, 

The principal obstacle in the way of this 
move until now has been Bavaria, which has 
made a great point of maintaining inde- 
pendent diplomatic relations with the 
papacy, having a minister plenipotentiary to 
the pope, who in turn maintains a nuncio at 
Munich. Another obstacle is to be found in 
the fact that the establishment of an em- 
bassy of the German empire accredited to 
the vatican would entail the institution of a 
papal embassy or nuncio at Berlin, and to 
this the Roman Catholic members of the 
reichstag are strongly opposed, realizing that 
they would lose much of their independence 
if there were a muncio at Berlin endeavoring 
to direct their polſoy and their votes in ac- 
cordance with the interests of the holy seat 
as understood by the papal secretary of state 
at Rome, 

But, as the emperor has succeeded, since 
his accession to the throne, in gradually get- 
ting the better of all the particularist preju- 
dices of the non-Prussian states of the con- 
federation, and as, moreover, the order of 
Jesuits ix equally bent on the establishment 
f a pontifical embassy at Berlin, knowing 
that it would have a voice in the selection of 
the nuncio, it is probable: that the papacy 
will ere long be represented by a resident 
minister at Berlin and that the Prussian 
legation at the Villa Bonaparte at Rome will 
be transformed into a full fledged embassy 
of the German empire to the vatican. Other- 
wise the installation of the Prussian envoy 


Austria, Spain, and P Portugal are the only 
three powers still represented by ambassa- 
dors at the vatican since the latter broke off 
diplomatic relations with France. The Ger- 
man empire is represented as an entity by 
an ambassador in London, St, Petersburg, 
Vienna, Paris, Washington, Madrid, Tokio, 
and Constantinople, also at the quirinal. 
There is no reason, therefore, from a diplo- 
matic point of view, why it should not be 
represented in the same way at the vatican. 

The Villa Bonaparte is near that gate of 
Rome known as the Porta Pia, designed by 
Michelangelo, and is a roomy and stately 
pbuilding with extensive grounds, It was 
erected by Letitia Bonaparte, mother of the 
first Emperor Napoleon, who established her 
home there even before the overthrow of her 
son’s power, and who spent the remainder of 
her days there, being buried in Rome, where 
her tombstone bears the eloquent inacription: 
“Regum Matrum (The mother of kings). 

It serves to call attention to the fact that 
she was the mother not only of the Emperor 
Napoleon but also of Louis Bonaparte, king 
of Holland: of Joseph Bonaparte, king of 
Spain; of Jerome Bonaparte, king of West- 
phalia; of Caroline, queen of Naples; while 
the young kipg of Rome was her grandson.

OPEN FIGHT ON NEW FRANCHISE. 


Park Manor Leads in Opposing South 
Side Suburban Railway Com- 
pany’s Demands.

What promises to be a hotty waged battle 
over an electric railway franchise started 
yesterday at a meeting of the city council’s 
local tramsportation committee to consider 
an ordinance desired by the South Side Sub- 
urban Railway company. 

It was a publife hearing and the aldermen 
heard a * delegation of citizens tell what 
a grand improvement the road would be so 
tong as it could be Kept out of their part 
of the city. 

The company te seeking a fifty year fran- 
chise to operate an e reflway any- 
where it chooses within a strip varying from 
half to three-quarters of a mile wide be- 
tween Wallace street and South Park avenue 
and extending from the south boundary of 
the city to Sixty-third street. 

A delegation of Park Manor residents, 
headed by President Thomas Marshall of the 
Park Maror Improvement club, was on hand 
to pray the committee to keep the road out 
of their settlement. Ald. Dever entered a 
decided objection to a grant of fifty years, 
and Alds Finn said the subcommittee had 
been flatly opposed to ft. 

Attorney Samuel A. Adams, representing 
the company, painted the beauties of the 
scheme, pointing out that the road was to 
be built on privete right of way, thet the 
ordinance provided for elevating the tracks 
all the way from Sixty-third to Seventy- 
first street and throughout the route after 
twelve years if the city desires. The city 
also may purchase after thirty years. 

Then it developed that the company was 
planning a terminus et Seventy-eighth street 
instead of Axty- third Street, in which event 
tt would avoid the prescribed elevation. 
Then the committee adjourned to get more 
information on the company’s plans. 

After the meeting Attorney Adams con- 
sented to lift the veil partly from the mys- 
tery of the identity of the backers of the 
enterprise. The president, he said, is Charles 
C. Tennie of Pitteburg, the secretary is State 
Representative C. J. Ton, while J. S. Speer, 
vice president of the Trowbridge & Niver 
company, bond brokers, owns a majority 
of the stock.

How to Kill 3 | 

The National See Horticulture has 
sent out the fol ng bulletin on insects, 
which will be of pote a interest to residents 
ot the suburbs: . 

In time of peace prepare for war. This 
must be done if the enemies of the garden 
are to be fought successfully. Soon the 
numerous insects that live on plants will 
make their unheralded appearance and the 
war will be on. There are at least half a 
dozen different species of insects to out 
the life of one plant family. Itisa thing | 
that plants have not either legs or wings; if 
they had they would move away from their 


insect enemies, at least. However, there will 


always be plants for insects to live upon, and 
soadinfinitum. . 

“There is scarcely any difficulty in de- 
troying the inazects injurious to plant growth 
—providing preparation is made to attack 
them on their first appearance. It ia too late, 
some morning at the end of May, when you 
discover that your melon, squash, and cu- 
cumber plants are full of small striped 
beetles, for you to say The next time I go to 
the store I'll get something to kill em.“ Then 
it is too late, for the next morning nothing is 


left but the skeletons. 5 “4 


“The same of the cherry slug, the rose 
slug, and the grape beetle, the green and 
black fly on roses, verbenas, golden glow 
and bectia, the green worms on tomatoes, 
and the bugs on tomatoes. 

These are some of the enemies we have 
always with us. Now, there are a few 
effective and cheap insecticides, as easily ob- 
tained_as a pound of soap, which should be 
on hand now. 

It must be borne in mind that my instruc- 
tions are directed to the amateur who has a 
small garden and cannot afford to spend a 
great deal of money on his pleasure. 

1. Slug shot, @ nonpoisonous powder. Re- 
quires no further preparation or mixing: 
easily applied; not injurious or dangerous to 
animals or the persons applying, or to fruits 
or vegetables. It kills potato bugs, beetles 
of all kinds, green and black (aphis) files, 
slugs, worms, caterpillars, cabbage worms, 
and rose chaférs. Now this is easily applied 
with a flour dredger or any perforated can- 
ister not too thick. It is best applied early 
in the morning when the dew is on the leaves. 
Two or more applications may be necessary. 
It costs 7 or 8 cents a pound—and a pound 
goes a long way. 

There are bellows used for the purpose 
of distributfng, such as used for distributing 
cockroach powder. 

“2. Tobacco dust, particularly for black 


and green aphis, béetles on squash, melons, | 


and cucumbers. Apply same as slug shot. 
Thig may be had as readily as slug shot. 

The following flowering plants are likely 
to be attacked early: Sweet alyssum and 
candytuft by a minute flea; dianthus and 
pinks, fall kinds dahlies, tén week, and 
other stocks; verbenas with aphis; roses with 
aphis, slugs, beetles; cherries and pears with 
slimy ugs; apples with aphis and curculio; 
grapes with beetles; currants and goose- 
berries with small green worm. These are 
busy now. 

“Of vegetables, cucumbers, melons, and 
Squash, look out for beetles... For potato 
bugs, cabbage worms, and the enemies of 
tomatoes, radishes, and egg plant, ea prep- 
aration known as Bordeaux mixture can be 
had cheaply, and it is good for rust on beans, 
hollyhocks, grape vines, or roses. 

“Now, one more word. Be prepared with 
these simple remedies. Get ready, and the 
moment there is anything in sight, go to 
work. Remember, the smaller the plant the 
smaller the quantity of insecticide you will 
need to use. Don’t waste by applying too 
thickly; remember you may need two or 
more applications.“

Although mixed, the Monday sta- 
tistics were favorable to bullish interests.

Both 
St. Louls and Kansas City failed to flutter 
over the bad reports that contributed so lib- 
erally to the strength shown here. Receipts 
there were comparatively heavy, shipments 
thence falling well under those of a year 
ago. The Missouri crop report was more 
bearish than had been expected, in view of 
recent advices of too much moisture in the 
lowlands, showing a general average con- 
dition of 98, against 82 a year ago. While 
advices in general favored bears who base 
their argument on the bright crop outlook, 
there were complaints of too much moisture 
in southern Illinois, where the grain is said 
to be turning yellow. 

Northwest Reserves Are Light. 

Northwesterners reported that their coun- 
try elevators and farms had reserves similar 
to those ordinarily at hand Aug. 1 and that 
the country could not ship more than one- 
third as much to market as it did a year 
ago at this time. Total primary arrivals
